LATE SIR EDWARD’ 
' GOSCHEN. 

Sir William Edward Goschen, 
whose death is reported, was the 
British, Ambassador at Berlin at the 
outbreak’of the Great ‘War. He will 
be- remembered in history as the 
man who presented to the German 
Government ‘on August 4 the 
British ultimatum which led_to 
Britain ehtering the war, The 
final. meeting between the German 
CWancellor, the late Herr von 
Bethmann- Hollweg, .and Sir 
Edward, on ‘the evening of 
August 4, a'few hours before the! 
expiration of the British ultir 
Sir Edward described in his final 
despatch: “ 2 

1. found the Chancellor very 
agitated. . His Excellency dt once 
began a harangue, which lasted for 
about 20 minutes.’ He said tHat the 
step taken by“ his Majesty's Gov- 
ernment was terrible to a degree; 

iibiors i ity, a word 
which in war tinie had so often 
been disregarded—yjust for a scrap 
of paper Great Britain was goiug to 
make war on a-kindred nation who 
desired nothing better than tobe 
friends with her. . * 
When the Chancellor asked 


whether the ‘British’ Government 
had calculated the cost at which 
the compact made by ‘the British 
Government ‘to detend' Belgian 
neutrality jwould be kept, Sir Ed- 
ward hinted as plainly as he could: 
\ That fear of consequences could 
hardly be. regarded as an excuse 
for breaking solenrn engagements, 
but his Exceflency was so excited, 
so evidently overcome by the news 


| of our action, andso little disposed |’ 
to hear reason that I refrained from’ 


adding thet ro-the fame-by-further- 
argument. ; 

During the night of August’ 4 an 
excited mob. of Berliners’ pver- 
powered the police torce at the 
British Embassy, ‘which they 
attacked: with cobble-stones. No 
one, however, was injurcd. — ‘ 

Two days later the Ambassador 
and his staff left Berlin and,'apart 
from insults and jeers, got safely 
out of Germany, ~ 

Sir Edward's’ diplomatic career 
began as an attaché in 1869. After 
service .at Madrid, Buenos Aires, 
Paris, Rio “de" Janeiro, ‘Constan- 
tinople, Peking, - Copenhagen,

Mr.sShaw began by asking his 
audience if they had evér known a

parrot.” ~The family, he said, asked 
their friends to come aid hear 
Polly say~such pretty ‘hings“as 
“Preity™-Polly. ‘Give me a lump: 
of sugar,” and “Fetch a cab.” But 
when they got there they heard 
Polly produce nothing but what 
were to them inarticulate noise but 
which to the family were intelligi- 
ble - phrases. | The parrot, as a 
matter of fact, had . originally 
| spoken these words quite distinctly; 
then gradually there. had set.in a 
decay of, language; «the phrases 
had become modified little by 


little, until finally the parrot had |- 


arrived at sounds which were not 
in theleast like the original thing. 
The fanily had not noticed the 
change. 0 

That was an Illustration: of the 
decay of-language which occurred 
very extensively among Human be- 
ings’. If they went into Covent 
Garden they would hear a great 
dcal_of that. parrotetalk,. There 
was more of that parrot-talk than 
they imagined, because in’ regard 
toa great deal ‘of it they were io

‘Many of .them.cut, 
jt short by coming up-boldly and 
claiming. that they have known me. 


for years. Eventually my hostess |, 


comes up and ‘says “Oh, “Mr. 
Bernard Shaw, may. I have the 
pleasure of introducing to you— 
mumble, mumble, mumble, [{ 
sometimes feel like saying to my 
hostess, ‘Ifyou had ‘only been 
articulate when you.caine to Miss 
Smith or the Countess of So-and-
